ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER 
OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1939. 


To  the  Chairman,  Mrs.  Reece  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  you  my  twenty-sixth  Annual 
Report,  which,  this  year,  has  to  be  more  limited  and  to  be 
only  a record  of  important  alterations,  improvements  or 
developments  which  have  taken  place  during  the  year, 
statistics  and  social  conditions,  and  general  information 
relating  to  the  area,  housing  activities,  the  incidence  of 
infectious  disease,  and  such  other  matters  as  is  required  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health. 


SECTION  A.  STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITION  OF 

THE  AREA. 

Area:  69,206  acres  (land  and  inland  water). 
Population  at  Census  of  1931 : 7,255. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  resident  popula- 
tion for  the  mid-year,  1939:  (a)  6,279;  (b)  6,458.  (a)  for, 

Births;  (b)  for  Deaths.  , 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  according  to  the  rate 
books  up  to  1st  April,  1940,  is  2,434. 

Rateable  value  of  the  District  is  £24,053. 

The  estimate  product  of  a penny  rate  is  £105  13s.  5d. 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND  OCCUPATIONS. 

The  district  is  rural  and  itg  .chief  pursuit  is  farming  and 
agriculture,  and  much  more  corn  is  now  grown  since  it  has 
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been  made  compulsory  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture.  There 
was  a fair  amount  of  corn  grown  in  the  upper  part  of  the 
district.  The  farms  had  been  converted  into  grazing  land,  so 
as  to  keep  cattle  and  sheep.  Milk  production  for  sale  is  largely 
carried  on,  butter  to  some  extent,  but  no  cheese  is  produced. 
In  Gian  Conway  there  is  considerable  amount  of  market 
gardening. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

BIRTH  RATE. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  in  the  district,  as 
given  by  the  Registrar  General,  was  85 — 48  males  and  37 
females.  Of  that  number  three  males  were  illegitimate.  There 
were  three  still  births — two  males  and  one  female;  no 
illegitimate  still  births.  The  85  births  give  a birth  rate  of  13.53 
per"  1,000  of  the  resident  population,  compared  with  15.0  for 
England  and  Wales. 


DEATH  RATE. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district 
during  the  year  1939  was  75—40  males  and  35  females — giving 
a death  rate  of  11.87  per  1,000.  Of  this  number,  eleven  males 
and  five  females  were  non-residents — persons  who  lived  in 
places  outside  the  district — and  have  to  be  deducted.  On  the 
other  hand,  ten  resident  males  and  six  females  died  in  places 
and  institutions  and  hospitals  outside  the  district  and  have  to 
be  included.  Thus  the  nett  or  “corrected”  death  rate  is  75— 
39  males  and  36  females — giving  a death  rate  of  11.81  per 
1,000  of  the  resident  population,  as  compared  with  12.1  for 
England  and  Wales. 


Table  III.  gives  the  causes  and  ages  at  death. 


INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age 
was  2 — one  male  and  one  female,  giving  a death  rate  of  23.5 
per  1,000  births,  compared  with  50.0  for  England  and  Wales. 
One  female  was  legitimate  and  one  male  illegitimate. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  were  30  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during 
the  year  (excluding  tuberculosis  from  this  category).  Eight 
cases  of  Diphtheria,  7 of  Scarlet  Fever,  3 of  Measles,  3 of 
Pneumonia,  2 of  Erysipelas,  4 of  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  2 of 
Whooping  Cough  and  1 of  Encephalitis  Lethargica.  This  gives 
ten  cases  less  than  last  year. 

Table  II.  gives  further  information  regarding  these  cases, 
with  ages  and  distribution  in  the  different  parishes. 

ZYMOTIC  MORTALITY. 

No  deaths  from  Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever,  Measles, 
Whooping  Cough,  Typhoid  and  Para  Typhoid,  Influenza. 
One  from  Encephalitis  Lethargica,  but  no  deaths  from  Polio- 
myelitis, Cerebrospinal  Meningitis  or  other  Meningitis  forms.

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 


During  the  year  there  were  admitted  from  the  district 
seven  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  but 
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only  one  of  Diphtheria  was  admitted.  Five  of  the  Diphtheria 
cases  occurred  at  the  Manchester  Sanatorium  and  were 
already  in  Hospital,  and  two  others  at  Gian  Conway  were 
removed  to  the  Groesynyd  Fever  Hospital  in  Conway.  There 
were  226  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  admitted  to  the  Isola- 
tion Hospital  at  St.  Asaph,  but  290  cases  were  admitted  during 
the  previous  year. 


SUMMARY  OF  NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS  IN  THE 

DISTRICT. 

The  district  is  well  supplied  with  District  Nurses.  In 
some  districts  two  or  three  parishes  join  together,  and  are 
thus  able  to  support  one  nurse  between  them,  and  they  do  a 
deal  of  general  nursing  and  dressing  and  much  of  the  mid- 
wifery. Llannefydd  and  Henllan  support  a nurse  with  motor 
car,  and  is  on  the  telephone.  Llanelian,  Bettws  and  Trofarth 
support  one  nurse  residing  at  Dolwen  with  car,  and  is  on  the 
telephone.  Llansannan,  Llanfair  and  Bylchau  have  a nurse 
with  car  and  telephone.  Gian  Conway  and  Eglwysbach  with 
car  and  telephone.  Trefnant  and  Cefn  also  have  a nurse  with 
car  and  telephone. 


CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

For  most  of  the  parishes  there  is  a Welfare  House  at 
Middle  Lane,  Denbigh,  where  the  following  Clinics  are  held:— - 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRE,  on 
alternate  Wednesdays,  from  1.30  to  3.30  p.m.,  attended  by 
Dr.  W.  McKendrick,  M.D.,  D.P.H.,  Colwvn  Bay,  Assistant 
M.O.H.  for  the  County. 

ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC,  on  alternate  Wednesdays, 
10.30  a.m.  to  12.30  p.m.,  attended  by  Dr.  Owen  V.  Jones,  M.D., 
F.R.C.S.,  Gynaecologist  under  the  Denbighshire  County 
Council. 

ORTHOPAEDIC  CLINIC,  also  on  alternate  Wednesdays, 
10.30  a.m.  to  12.30  p.m.,  when  Nurses  from  Gobowen  Hospital 
attend  to  treatments.  Dr.  Partridge  and  Mr.  Watson  Jones, 
F.R.C.S,  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  will  pay  quarterly  visits. 

Similar  Clinics  at  Abergele  and  Colwyn  Bay  are  within 
easy  reach  to,  some  of  the  other  parishes  in  the  district. 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE 

AREA. 

(1)  ■ TUBERCULOSIS. — No  private  institution  is  pro- 
vided in  the  district  for  tuberculosis,  but  patients  who  cannot 
afford  treatment  in  private  institutions  are  well  provided  for 
by  the  King  Edward  VII.  Welsh  National  Memorial  Associa- 
tion (Denbighshire  and  Flintshire  area),  whose  Medical 
Officers  visit  clinical  centres  at  Denbigh  and  Rhyl,  where 
patients  from  the  district  are  examined  and  suitable  cases  are 
sent  to  institutions  provided  for  them  in  North  Wales  and 
elsewhere. 

(2)  MATERNITY. — There  are  Maternity  Wards  at  the 
Public  Assistance  institutions  at  Ruthin,  also  at  Denbigh 
Infirmary. 

(3)  THERE  ARE  COTTAGE  HOMES. 

(4)  FEVER. — Gian  Conway  and  Llanelian  Parishes 
being  in  close  proximity  to  Groesynyd  Fever  Hospital,  Con- 
way, and  being  attached  to  this  Hospital  before  their  incor- 
poration in  the  Aled  Rural  District,  they  still  make  use  of  it. 
All  the  other  Parishes  of  the  Aled  Rural  District  have  been  in 
the  Joint  Isolation  Flospital  Scheme  since  its  inception  in 
1929,  and  it  is  now  well  to  give  a description  of  the  enlarged 
Joint  Isolation  Hospital  at  St.  Asaph,  which  is  now'  being 
completed. 

Mr.  F.  A.  Roberts,  F.R.I.B.A.,  Chartered  Architect,  Mold, 
is  again  engaged  to  carry  out  these  great  extensions,  and 
when  finished  and  re-opened  the  Hospital  will  be  the  largest 
and  best  equipped  Isolation  Hospital  in  Wales.  Mr.  Roberts 
gives  me  the  following  description  of  the  new'  additions. 


The  original  scheme  built  in  1929  has  now  been  enlarged 
to  give  the  following  accommodation : One  Pavilion  Block  for 
ten  beds  and  another  for  eighteen  beds.  Two  combined 
Pavilion  and  Cubicles  Blocks,  each  containing  twenty-two 
beds  and  a separate  Cubicle  Block  for  nine  beds — a total  of 
eighty-one  beds.  The  new  combined  Cubicles  and  Pavilion 
Blocks  are  each  divided  into  male  and  female  sections,  with 
five  single  cubicles  and  a six-bed  w^ard  in  each  section,  being 
under  observation  from  a duty  room.  Each  section  of  these 
Combined  Blocks  is  provided  with  adequate  sanitary  equip- 
ment, and  sterilisers  are  installed  in  the  duty  rooms  for 
sterilising  crockery,  in  addition  to  the  sterilisers  provided  in 
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the  sluice  rooms.  To  one  of  these  combined  blocks  is  attached 
an  operating  theatre  suite,  with  anaesthetising  room,  sterilising 
room,  and  separate  surgeon’s  wash-up  room,  so  leaving  the 
operating  room  free  of  all  sanitary  fittings.  The  operating 
room  is  heated  both  by  low-pressure  hot  water  and  steam 
radiators.  The  whole  of  this  suite  has  glazed  tiled  walls  and 
marble  Terrazzo  floors. 

The  enlarged  Administrative  Block  contains  twenty-seven 
bedrooms,  with  separate  sitting  rooms  for  nurses  and  maids, 
together  with  a large  dining  room  for  the  nurses.  A private 
suite  is  provided  for  the  Matron.  In  the  Administrative  Block 
each  of  the  bedrooms  is  provided  with  a lavatory  basin  and 
heated  towel  rail,  and  where  practicable  built-in  wardrobes 
have  been  provided.  Steam  cooking  has  tjeen  installed  in  the 
enlarged  kitchen,  and  a cold  store  provided,  in  addition  to  the 
larder  and  dry  stores.  Special  arrangement  has  been  made 
for  service  of  food  from  the  central  kitchen  to  the  various 
blocks. 

The  Engineering  Services  are  installed  in  a separate 
boiler  house  block,  and  consists  of  a heating  boiler  and  hot 
water  service  boiler  with  calorifiers,  and  a stand-by  boiler 
inter-connected  with  both  these  boilers.  A steam  boiler  is 
also  installed,  which  supplies  steam  for  cooking,  laundry  and 
sterilising.  All  these  boilers  are  mechanically  fuelled  from  a 
central  coal  bunker  by  means  of  Riley  stokers,  and  the  whole 
plant  is  electrically  controlled.  In  the  general  design  of  the 
scheme  care  has  been  given  to  provide  the  most  modern 
equipment,  and  I think  it  can  be  stated  that  the  result  is  a 
thoroughly  up-to-date  Isolation  Hospital,  which  will  compare 
favourably  with  the  most  recent  work  carried  out  under  the 
Welsh  Board  of  Health. 

(5)  SMALL  POX.  No  provision. 

(6)  OTHER  INSTITUTIONS.— The  Denbigh  Infirmary 
is  within  convenient  distance  of  the  district,  and  is  made  use 
of  on  the  Denbigh  side.  On  the  Abergele  side  of  the  district 
the  Royal  Alexandra  Hospital,  Rhyl,  and  the  War  Memorial 
Hospital,  Rhyl,  take  in  surgical  cases,  being  within  easy  reach. 
At  the  Denbigh  Infirmary  there  are  19  free  beds,  but  any 
surgical  cases  will  be  admitted  at  a maintenance  fee  of  £1  6s. 
per  week,  and  maternity  cases  30/-  per  week.  At  the  Rhyl 
Hospitals  the  fees  are  higher.  There  is  also  the  West  Denbigh- 
shire Hospital  at  Colwyn  Bay  for  that  side  of  the  district. 
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AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a)  For  infectious  cases  a hired  motor  ambulance  is. 
employed,  (b)  For  non-infectious  and  accident  cases  there  is 
a motor  ambulance  on  hire  from  a private  motor  garage  at 
Rhyl. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  Medical  Research  Council  have  had  established  “ The 
Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  ” at  Castle 
Bank,  Conway,  North  Wales,  under  the  care  of  Dr.  D.  T. 
Robinson,  where  all  laboratory  examinations  are  efficaciously 
and  quickly  carried  out  and  free  of  cost.  Diphtheria  antitoxin 
is  also  paid  for  by  the  Council  for  those  who  cannot  bear  the 
expense. 

CHEMICAL  WORK. 

Analyses  of  water  supplies  are  carried  out  by  the  same 
Laboratory  Service,  at  Castle  Bank,  Conway. 


DISINFECTION. 

Arrangements  for  disinfection  can  be  made  as  required 
with  the  Hospital  Steward.  A Washington  Lyon  disinfecting 
apparatus  in  the  Hospital  grounds  is  used  as  required. 


DISTRICT  STAFF. 

The  Staff  of  the  Aled  Rural  District  Council  consists  of  a 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  (part-time,  an  M.D.,  M.R.C.S., 
L.S.A.,  D.P.H.),  a Sanitary  Inspector  and  Surveyor  (F.S.I.A., 
Cert.  R.S.I.),  and  a Clerk.  For  the  combined  Flospital  district 
a Clerk  and  Secretary,  a Steward  and  Collector,  together  with 
the  following  Staff  at  the  Isolation  Hospital:  Miss  Williams, 
Matron,  who  is  an  S.R.N.  and  S.C.M.  registered,  and  with 
fever  trained  experience ; two  Sisters,  fever  trained,  assistant 
nurses,  and,  when  required  when  the  Hospital  is  very  full  and 
much  night  nursing  is  necessary,  extra  temporary  nurses; 
also  four  probationary  nurses,  a cook  and  a laundress,  three 
ward  maids,  one  housemaid  and  another  assistant  maid,  and  a 
porter  gardener.

SECTION  C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE 

AREA. 

1. — (i)  Water. 

ABERGELE  RURAL  is  very  sparsely  populated,  but 
includes  two  large  Institutions — the  Manchester  Sanatorium 
for  the  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  (all  forms),  and  the  Rheuma 
Spa,  Kinmel  Hall,  where  there  are  all  recreations,  own  golf 
course  and  Spa  treatment.  It  has  its  own  special  main  con- 
nected with  the  water  works  of  the  Rhyl  Urban  District 
Council  in  the  parish  of  Cefn,  and  also  a private  scheme  of 
their  own.  The  Sanatorium  consists  of  the  old  Sanatorium, 
for  adults,  with  52  beds — about  40  males  and  12  females,  and 
the  new  Sanatorium,  which  consists  of  about  200  beds,  all 
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for  children.  They  have  their  own  private  water  supply  from 
a deep  bore-hole  (65  feet)  from  land  of  their  own  situated  on 
the  outskirts  of  Bron  Rerllan  Farm,  near  Abergele.  From 
there  it  is  pumped  up  to  a reservoir  situated  well  above  the 
Sanatorium.  This  supply  has  not  run  short  during  the  last 
nine  years  of  their  existence.  They  have  their  own  Dairy 
Farm.  The  isolated  houses  are  supplied  from  wells  and  a few 
of  the  houses  have  a private  pipe  supply  of  their  own. 

BETTWS-YN-RFIOS. — A new  agreement  has  been 
arrived  at  for  a supply  of  water  from  the  water  main  of  the 
Abergele  Urban  District  for  a portion  of  the  district,  including 
16  new  Council  Flouses  on  the  outskirts  of  the  village,  and  the 
supply  is  now  in  bulk  to  the  Council  and  not  collected  by  the 
Abergele  Urban  District  as  formerly.  The  supply  to  the 
village  itself  has  improved,  owing  to  a new  main  being  laid 
by  the  owner  of  the  works,  and  both  supplies  have  been 
adequate. 

BYLCHAU. — This  parish  is  sparsely  populated.  Water  is 
obtained  for  the  six  Council  Houses  from  a small  scheme 
carried  out  for  the  cottages,  which  has  been  satisfactory.  The 
isolated  farms  and  cottages  are  supplied  from  wells  and 
streams,  and  a pipe  supply  in  some  instances. 

CEFN. — The  supply  for  this  parish  is  obtained  in  bulk 
from  the  works  at  Glascoed  from  the  Rhyl  Urban  District 
Council  and  is  distributed  by  the  Rural  District  Council,  and 
its  charges  collected  by  them.  The  supply  has  been  adequate 
and  is  of  excellent  quality. 

LLANNEFYDD. — No  further  steps  have  been  taken  to 
supply  to  the  Village.  A new  stone  slab  cover  has  'been  pro- 
vided for  the  Village  well  for  its  protection. 

LLANSANNAN. — The  Village  supply,  as  well  as  for  the 
Hamlet  of  Tan-y-Fron,  has  been  satisfactory.  A conference 
was  held  near  the  latter  place  of  representatives  of  the 
County  Education  Authority  and  the  Rural  District  Council 
with  the  object  of  improving  the  supply  of  water  to  the 
Council  Houses,  the  School,  and  the  School  House.  It  was 
suggested  that  the  cost  of  the  works  should  be  equally  borne 
by  the  two  authorities,  and  that  steps  should  be  taken  to 
secure  the  rights  required  from  the  Llewesog  Estate  for 
carrying  out  the  works  agreed  upon. 


ELANFAIRTAEHAIARN.— The  works  of  water  supply 
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have  been  satisfactory,  but  there  is  a shortage  during 
extremely  dry  weather. 

LFANELIAN. — No  further  progress  has  been  possible 
during  the  year  for  extending  the  water  main  from  the 
Borough  of  Colwyn  Bay  to  the  Village,  owing  to  the  war. 

FLANSANTFFRAID. — There  has  been  an  improvement 
in  the  supply  of  water  available  to  the  houses  between  the 
Village  and  Groesffordd  Farm,  as  a result  of  laying  a 4-inch 
pipe  to  replace  the  old  highly  corroded  l-inch  main.  Nothing 
has  been  done  to  remedy  the  reduced  pressure  of  water  avail- 
able in  the  Village  generally  owing  to  the  erection  of  the 
Boosting  Station  by  the  Joint  Water  Supply  Board  for 
increasing  the  pressure  to  the  Borough  of  Colwyn  Bay. 

TREFNANT. — As  stated  in  previous  years,  the  supply 
generally  has  been  satisfactory,  except  at  Greenfield,  at  the 
extreme  end  of  the  main,  which  is  also  the  highest  point 
supplied.  Strong  representations  were  made  to  the  Rhyl 
Urban  District  Council,  who  supply  the  water  in  bulk,  with 
the  result  that  a much  better  pressure  of  water  was  available 
for  the  house  referred  to.  A great  effort  has  been  made  to 
provide  a supply  of  water  to  isolated  farms  and  houses  in  the 
upper  parts  of  the  parish,  extending  from  Pencaedu  Penpal- 
ment  and  Penucha’r  Green.  Samples  of  water  were  collected 
for  chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis  from  (a)  Springs  at 
Pont-y-Trap  and  (b)  Pond  at  Galltfaenan  Park.  The  bac- 
teriological report  was  unsatisfactory  in  each  case.  A previous 
report  on  a sample  from  (a)  gave  a similar  result. 


(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  important  extensions  were  carried  out  during  the 
year. 


The  Council  were  unable  to  undertake  any  new  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  district  during  the  year. 
Some  improvements  were  carried  out  for  treating  the  sewage 
effluent  at  Trefnant  by  constructing  a new  lagoon  for  inter- 
cepting sludge. 

2. — Rivers  and  Streams. 

No  case  arose  during  the  year  requiring  special  attention. 
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3. — (i)  Closet  Accommodation. 

Practically  all  the  privies  within  a reasonable  distance  of 
sewers  have  been  converted  into  water  closets.  About  90  per 
cent,  of  the  closet  accommodation,  where  no  sewers  are  avail- 
able, are  of  the  privy  type  with  fixed  receptacles,  the  remaining 
10  per  cent,  being  of  the  privy  type  with  movable  receptacles. 

(ii)  Public  Cleansing. 

The  scavenging  system  referred  to  in  last  year’s  Report 
in  the  parishes  of  Abergele  Rural  and  Llansannan  have  proved 
of  great  benefit  to  those  localities.  The  Council  had  to  make 
arrangements  for  securing  a new  tip  for  depositing  refuse 
collected  from  the  Village  of  Llanfair  T.H.  An  agreement 
was  made  with  the  owner  of  Pentre  Du  Farm  for  depositing 
the  refuse  on  his  land. 


(iii)  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

The  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  is  included  under 
Article  19  of  the  Sanitary  Officers  Order,  1926. 

(iv)  Shops. 

No  action  has  had  to  be  taken. 

(v)  Camping  Sites. 

There  is  very  little  camping  in  the  Rural  District. 

(vi)  Smoke  Abatement. 

No  action  was  found  necessary  under  this  heading. 

(vii)  Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  swimming  baths  or  pools  open  to  the  public 
in  the  district. 

(viii)  Eradication  of  Bed-Bugs. 

No  action  was  found  necessary  during  the  year  for  the 
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eradication  of  bed-bugs.  Generally,  the  tenants  of  Council 
houses  keep  their  houses  particularly  clean — much  better  than 
they  did  the  unlit  houses. 

4. — Schools. 

The  County  Education  Authority  agreed  it  is  understood 
to  build  a new  school  to  replace  the  existing  one  at  Llan- 
nefydd,  the  present  one  being  unsatisfactory  in  so  many  ways. 

Rhydgaled.  In  January  it  was  reported  that  the  school 
at  Rhydgaled,  Bylchau,  was  in  a very  insanitary  condition, 
owing  to  the  playground  not  being  paved  and  properly 
drained.  The  pail  closets  were  out  of  date  and  the  urinal 
defective.  Correspondence  took  place  with  the  Education 
Authority  throughout  the  year,  and  in  November  the  Director 
of  Education  wrote  stating  that  the  Education  Committee,  on 
he  recommendation  of  the  War  Emergency  Committee, 
pointed  out  that  there  was  no  supply  of  water  available  for 
the  school  and  therefore  the  Committee  were  unable  to  supply 
the  water  required  to  convert  the  privies  into  water  closets. 

Llansannan.  The  drainage,  closets  and  playground  are 
unsatisfactory,  and  the  building  is  partly  in  the  ground. 

Brynymaen  Council  School  also  requires  sanitary 
improvements.

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SECTION  E.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF 

FOOD. 


(a)  Milk  Supply. 

A large  increase  has  taken  place  in  the  milk  production 
for  sale,  chiefly  for  the  Co-operative  Wholesale  Society.  A 
number  of  cowsheds  have  been  re-conditioned  during  the 
year.  Structural  improvements,  however,  are  becoming 
increasingly  difficult,  owing  to  the  difficulties  of  procuring 
building  materials  and  the  costs.  Cow-  keepers  are  urged  that 
a high  standard  of  cleanliness  can  be  attained  even  in  war- 
time, and  1 am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  they  are 
responding  to  the  appeal  made  to  them  in  this  respect.  The 
new  producers  of  milk  are  entered  in  the  Register. 

Pasteurised  milk  has  been  heated  at  145°  Fahr.  for  30 
minutes  to  destroy  any  disease  germs. 

Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  is  derived  from  an  Attested  herd. 

Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  (Pasteurised)  is  tuberculin  tested 
milk  which  is  also  pasteurised. 

Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  (Certified)  is  tuberculin  tested 
milk  which  is  bottled  on  the  farm. 

Accredited  Milk  comes  from  cows  that  have  passed  a 
veterinary  inspection,  but  not  a test  for  tuberculosis. 

AH  these  milks  are  periodically  tested  for  cleanliness. 
They  can  only  be  sold  under  a licence  from  a local  authority. 

Milk  may  be  sold  without  a special  designation,  but  the 
designations  shown  above  are  the  only  ones  that  are  officially 
recognised. 

Bacterial  Standard.  The  Milk  at  any  time  before  delivery 
to  the  consumer  must  not  contain  more  than  100,000  bacteria 
per  1 c.c. 

Pasteurised  Milk. — Licences  for  this  have  to  be  issued  by 
the  Rural  Council,  but  so  far  no  application  has  been  received. 
The  milk  has  to  be  treated  by  heating  it  up  from  145  to  150  F., 
held  at  this  temperature  for  half  an  hour,  and  then  immediately 
cooled  to  not  more  than  55  F.  This  process  has  to  be  carried 
out  in  a suitable  plant.  This  milk  also  has  to  comply  with  a 
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certain  standard  of  analysis  with  regard  to  bacteria.  The  price 
of  the  licence  to  produce  this  milk  is  one  guinea. 

(b)  Meats  and  Other  Foods. 

The  meat  produced  in  the  area  is  of  high  quality.  The 
slaughter-houses,  shops,  stalls,  vehicles,  and  places  where  food 
is  prepared  are  inspected  periodically.

Grants  were  allowed  to  the  .wners 
of  four  houses  under  the  Housing  of  Rural  Workers  Acts, 
1926  to  1928,  amounting  to  £100  in  each  case.  These  houses 
were  reconditioned  during  the  year.
